instanced the portica ‘of Covent-Garden Theatre as one of 
the best examples of the Doric in the present day in Eng- 
land. “The’ancient¥ never followed the rules servilely, but 
always kepi the spwit; Good sense regulated the distri- 
bution of their columns, for the purposes of beauty, use, 
and strength, He traced the architecture of Greece 
through its colonjes,—emphatically dwelt upon the silent 
und speaking mementos of time and eternity in the noble 
city of Pe-tum; and treated of Etruscan Architecture 
up to thé period of thé conquest of Greece by the Romans, 
the first epoch of Roman Architecture, to its second epoch, 
the reign of Aucustvs, to the reign of Haprian, and to the 
close of Roman greatness ia Architecture. The Etrus- 
can partook at fitst of the Egyptian and Grecian systems. 
The latter included ull the requisites of Architecture—in- 
vention, taste, beauty, mility, and refinement, leaving to 
posterity nothing more than to follow in the glorious track, 
and to venerate them as Canons of Art, whereas the Ro- 
man, which is an imitation of the Greéian, has left: much 
of what is corrupting. In deseribing the peculiarities. of 
the Roman Architecture, the Lecturer seid that it had 
greater varieties of modes, and was more ornamental, but 
fur less original-and tasteful than the Greek. In the Tus- 
can. Order it-made but little variation from the Doric. In 
its Doric it differed much from the Greek in the details 
which it-deteriorated, as it did also the Tonic. In the Co- 
rinthian it varied jess than in the other Orders from the 
purity of the Greek. ‘It compounded the Order called 
Jomposite from the Ionic and Corinthian. Construction, 
winch connects architectural Art and Science, was the 
principal characteristic of Roman Architecture, and taste 
and beauty of Greeian. St, Pawl’s cathedral, and St. Ste- 
phen’s, Walbrook, are striking apecimens of Sir C. Wren’s 
talent in scientific construction. ‘I'o. architecturai know- 
ledge and taste asa Fine’Art, must constructive know- 
letve be addedy or wf we shall baild will be naught. 
* Half burned bricks, half rotien timber, stuceo, compo, and 
inastic, will never make London like Rome, an eterna! 
city ; and til the constructive errors of modern builders,— 
I had wewrly suid Architecte,—are eradicated like the dry 
rot or the leprosy, the more we build after the prevailing 
fashion of the day, the more food we are providing for 
the contsunpt of posterity.” The Lecturer traced the pro- 
gress. of Roman Architeeture from its earliest to its latest 
ume, especially in its most magnificent era, under the 
flourishing times of the Emperors. ‘Ihe Romans raised 
grand edifices 10 commemorate their great public events 
aud chatacters, so mucho, that it was complained of them 
that they gave to men the homage due to 5 still elo- 
quence and war, and not the Arts, were their most encou- 
raged pursuits, Wied Geamantcus died Rome felt and 
exhibited a gentioe grief, that exhibited itself in numerous 
records of architectaral and other magvificence, Triumphal 
Arches, Mausoleums, &c; How different is the spirit 
with us. A Netson would have had something more 
raised to his honour by stich a people, than a mere statue 
isa cathedral. Among their most grand structures were 
the Amplritheatres,’ which geverally held from 80 to 
100,000 petsons. Ii the time of the Republic they were 
of timber; Jucius Casar had one constructed, and Av- 
custus the fitst that was of stone.

Hapatay: was one of the 
grea(ést patrons, aad studied the art with the esthugjasm 
of a professor; but he wantonly destroyed the celebrated 
bridge of Trasan over the Danube, aad, banished. the 
architect Apot.ovorus,. from whom he bad. received a 
slight. His Villa consisted of immense and superb ed:- 
fices, private dwellings, theatres,, temples, &c, imitated 
from many of the finest structures of Greece. [no bis time 
the Roman taste was the best, for, till Vespasian, it bad 
degenerated from the period of Auaustus, The Romans 
every where raied Aqueducts, Bridges, Causeways, 
‘Theatres, ‘Temples decorated with Pusiniings, Military 
ways, &, &e. not only in the Capital, but throughout 
the Provinces; and even now, Nismes, though only a 
provincial town, has numerous remains of Raman gran- 
deur. The Greeks paid but little attention to their private 
abodes, bnt were enthusiastically devoted to their public 
edifices. ‘The Romans were costly and magniliceat.in 
their private residences, and afier Jutivs Cesar had made 
many improvements in Rome, Avuoustus his successor, 
who had found it of stone, had the boast of leaving it a 
city of marble. Here the Lecturer again ataniee the 
want of Architectural taste in his countrymen, pointed out 
the glaring errors of Waterloo-Place, and wished that 
there was some Avaustus, who finding London of brick, 
Inspired with a noble spirit of 
magnificence and usefulness, the Romans constricted 
aqueducts wherever they carried their power, the grandest 
of which was the Claudian. He considered the Art down 
to the time of Constantine, who stripped Rome of some 
of her noblest ornaments, as afterwards Constantius 
did the same. He proceeded to the History of Architee- 
ture after the fall of the Empire—of, the Grego-Gothic, 
which4vas a picturesque, fanciful mixture with Roman 
and Greek—of the Sucacenic, which formed a stnkia - 
fereace from the ancient Egyptian and Greek, and of e 
Moorish, which is but a httle variation from the Saracenia. 
Mr, Evwe’s Lecture on Friday was nearly bypothe- 
tical, shewing from various learned authors, shat as the 
Goths and Scythians came from Asia, so the Insh pro- 
ceeded from Hindostan, ‘The coincidences in _ buildings, 
religion, &c,. were certainly curious and entertaining.

To those 
who reflect what such a Meeting is, the proceedings form 
as strong a proof of the feelings of the country, as that of 
the triumphant meeting of the inhabitants at large. |: 
will be seen by the uumbers, that the Freeholders of-a 
Scots county boat" small proportion to the Landholders, 
or even to the: men of property in the county. “Phie title 
or qualification of a Scots Freeholder is derived from the 
superiority of a piece of land of a specified valne, accor!- 
ing to some ancient valuations, .“The “Freeholder is the 
immediate tenant of the Crown for that land, but he may 
grant away tlie wholé of tlie property of it—the land being 
then held nominally of him instead of the Crown, as 
copyhold property in England is held ander the Lords of 
the several Manors. "These qualifications may be, there- 
fore, quite indépendent of landed property. ‘T’bey do, in 
point of fact, become articles of sale; and, as they yield 
no revenue, they aré merely tickets which entitle the bearer 
to a certain share in the plander of the people of Great 
Britain. A. Landholder who has an-extent of superiori'y 
sufficient to form several freehold qualifications, spivts 
up, and distributes it among persons on whom he can 
rely, who perform an office similar to that of the faggots 
in rotten boroughs, "They are trustees to secure the po- 
litical interest of their principal in the conaty. From the 
nature of this. system, and from the small number of the 
Freeholders in any county, the Scost counties, politically 
considered, are of the nature of rotten boroughs,—some- 
times the property of one man, but more frequently like « 
joint stock company, or trading corporation 10 polities ; 
and as corporations in law are said to lave no conscience, 
and consequently no shaine, so the Scots counties follow 
ihe will of the Minister, and desert the Minister who gor 
ont for the Minister who comes in, with u celerity at 
exactness’ which decency will not allow. ay at rdw 
jobber to emulate.

Book for the new year. It is part of the “ Calendar of 


Birth-days, or Sketches of some eminent Men, whose 
personal as well as intellectual characters render their An-

_* Jean dela Fontaine, remarkable for carrying to its 
highest and most amusing pitch the quality which the 
French happily cull naivete, or nativeness, that is to say, a 
certain. fresh tasteof the most natural and ingenuous 
feelings that are jonate with us, was born at Chatenu 
Uhiesry, July the 20th, (8th, O.S.) 1621. He was well 
educated, and at nideteen went among the Fathers of the 
le? a left thea) shortly, © His fa 
forest- Pet of the distri¢!, put his son in bis place; but 
he had as little teste for business, as for polemics, and 
quived the forest ledger to converse with the birds. His 
iscovery of the poetic faculty, bowever, was of a piece 
with the re-t of ‘his simple and off-hand character; for be 
did not find it out til! his twenty-second year, when upon 
accidentally hearing an ode of Matherbe’s, he was seized

| what he wrote; but the Duchess de Bouillon coming to 
Chateat Thierry, and Fontaine being introduced to and 
pleasing her, he waa tempted by her society, and by the 
hope of seeiog the Parisian wits, to go with her to the me- 
tropalis, where he made no more ado bnt took up his 
ahode like a bachelor. A pensiou was soon nrocured him ; 
he was subsequently in the service of Henrietta, Duchess 
of Orleans, the sister of our Charles the Second, and finally 
settled for twenty years in the house of Madaine de ta 
Sabliere, who one day baving greatly diminished ber re- 
tinne, said she had retained but three animals on her esta- 
blishment: ber dog, her cat, and La Fontaine. It was 
the same lady, we believe, who in allusion to the apparent 
insensibility with which he put forth the tinest productions, 
called him the fable-bearing. tree. In the meaa while, 
(though we know not how long the practice continued) 
he had by no meuns quarrelled with: his wile, but used to 
go down in the country to her every September, the lady 
perhaps being well conteated to pase the rest of her time, 
and that also, as she pleased. ‘They were neither of them 
economical, and wheaevet he made a visit, he used to con- 
trive to part with some piece of his family property ta 
house or land, so that a handsome estate: was well nigh 
consumed. Whether this, or any other of his linbita, pro- 
duced a rupture, we cannot say; but we read of his being 
advised to reconcile himself to Madame de la Fontaioe, 
and of his going dowo jn the country for that purpose. 
His frieads. were surprised to meet him opencily in town 
again, and upon asking lim about bis reconciliauon, he 
said, with his usual air of simplicity and sincerity, that 
“ he had been down to see his wife, but was told she was 
at church.” La Fontaine bad 8 son, who was taken under 
the patronage of the President Hartay. One day he met a

La 
Fontaine was seen one morning by Madame de Bouillon 
on her way to Versailles, sitting under a tree, On her re- 
turn in the evening, * there was La Footaing,” says bis 
biographer, “ in the same attimmde, though the day bad 
been cold, and much rain fallen.” Lacine ovpee put a 
hible into his hands. .He bappene| to pitch upon the 
Prophet Baruch, and his prayer for the Jews struck him so 
much, shat he asked every y he met if they bad read 
“ one Baruch, who swas a fine geniu-.” - During ao illness, 
somebody recommended the New Testament. He read 
in it accordingly, aad was much pleasd with some par- 
soges ; but “ there is Paul,” said he, ‘ he is not a temper 
to my liking.” Sitting:one day-in company with, Raging, 
Boileau, and some ecclesiastics, among. whom was Lr. 
Boileau, the critic’s brother ; the talk fell upon St. Augus- 
tine, who was hight ised.

T’o qnarre} with 
La Fontaine ts to quarrel with the singing birds-in the 
tireca, We car easily conceive: that his voluptoovsness is 
of too auimal a description ; for to say. the truth, without 
mawning to affect any thing, or to deny an acqnaintance 
with his originals, we have not read that part. of his works 
which is objected to. We are not fond enough of French, 
ond not safticiently attracted by stories, which we suppose 
too destitute of the sentimental part of passion. Bat such 
wag the taste of his nation; and to judge ‘by the rest of 
his writings, if there was any man who could tend to di- 
minish guilt In pleasure, by the mere force of his good 
nature, and by the absence of vicious intention, La Fon- 
taine was he. [ft is pleasant to us to se@ even sensuality 
take a turn of this kind, fostesd of putting on all thoge 
siinpes of bypocrisy and injustice, by which gloomy sye- 
tems double its guiltiness and its harm.
